In case of failure of a bull to be a 
breeder notice shall be given to the seller within six months of date 
of purchase, or by the time the bull is 20 months of age, if purchased 
under 14 months of age. 


With the exception of heiters sold under 14 months of age, all females 
are guaranteed breeders. Heifers under two years of age shall not 
be served by a heavy or old bill.
